Cash 

The cash balance was reconciled with the bank statement. Cash 
receipts were examined and all were properly recorded. All payments 
were made by check and from authorized warrants. 


Taxes Receivable 

The valuation book and commitment book were checked and 
added, both agreed with the warrant. The total commitment was ac- 
counted for by cash, abatements and transfers to tax liens. There were 
no outstanding taxes receivable. 


Tax Liens 

Tax liens amounting to $95.00 were added during the year. Pay- 
ments during the year, left outstanding only those added this yout 
Detail found in Schedule A-4. 


Tax Acquired Property 
One piece at the beginning of the year was sold leaving no tax 
acquired property at the close of the books. 


Accounts Receivable 

Consist of two accounts. One the balance due from the Town 
Hall agent of $152.34, the other due from the Town of Carthage for 
trucking of $4.13. Both are valid. 


Trust Funds 
Were examined and it appeared that the income had been prop- 
erly accounted for. 


Notes Payable 

This account derives from vote of the town authorizing the Select- 
men in 1945 to borrow money for road equipment. Payments made 
during the last year audited left balance due of $6,000.00. Notes are 
held by the National Bank of Commerce of Portland. 


Surplus | 
There was an increase of $1,085.39 in the unappropriated surplus 
during the last year.

General 

Excise tax collections were checked from Collector’s receipts and it 
appeared that the cash for same had been paid to the Treasurer.

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- Report of Public Health Nurse 


To the Citizens of Weld: 


[ submit the twentieth annual report of this association, covering a 
period from January 1, 1947, to January 1, 1948. 

In a program for better community health a great deal of time and 
thought should be devoted to plans. While caring for the problems of 
today we must look ahead and plan for tomorrow. This depends on 
the results of health education and prevention of disease we are doing. 

Such questions as the following must be considered. How to reach 
the greatest number of people? Shall we concentrate on just a few 
phases of our work? Where is the greatest need? Where are we 
likely to obtain the best cooperation and thus achieve the greatest suc- 
cess? Along what lines should we do our reading and study this year 
to keep up with changing trends and new discoveries? If we choose 
schools, group meetings and industries we serve a considerable num- 
ber. If we cooperate with the health program of other organizations 
we strengthen each other. 

With your cooperation and that of the Division of Tuberculosis 
Control we shall continue to stress our tuberculosis casefinding pro- 
gram. Following the survey made in schools last year, we now test 
the subprimary children. Of the 60 tested last year, 15 reacted, or 259% 
which is very high. Nineteen contacts were X-rayed but no source of 
infection was found. Nineteen home visits were made to these people. 
The Weld’ School Committee had requested X-rays of all teachers. 
This was done in May at the clinic in Wilton. This is now required 
by state law. Our 1948 program includes plans for X-rays in Industries 
and of foodhandlers. 

We visited schools eleven times and had 24 conferences with teach- 
ers. We made 14 home visits to parents regarding the health of school 
children. We regret that Dr. Defoe has not been able to do the physi- 
cal examinations as yet and hope that this can be done early in the year. 
We hope that a plan can be worked out this coming year for preschool 
examinations. 

Another phase of our work to which we would like to give more 
attention, is to give prospective parents detailed instruction about the 
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mother’s care, and how to meet the emotional, social and physical needs 
of childhood. Very little of this has been done in Weld. An experi- 
ment is to be tried in Wilton whereby mothers will meet for instruc- 
tion, on recommendation of their family physician. These will be 
afternoon classes and expectant mothers in Weld are invited. 


-On advice of our state tuberculosis association, we filed papers of 
incorporation and this necessitated new by-laws and some reorganiza- 
tion. It was also decided to have the four open meetings, one in each 
of the four towns, under the direction ot the Public Relations Commit- 
tee of that town. The meeting in Weld was held in November in co- 
operation with the PTA. When Mrs. Lizotte of Dixfield spoke on 


Nutrition and your nurse discussed tuberculosis. 


Group meetings of all kinds attended were 54. This includes pro- 
fessional meetings from which we hope to bring something to our work, 
and meetings in cooperation with other organizations in the four towns, 
where we hope we were able to give some assistance with their health 
- problems. 


The control of communicable diseases is the responsibility of your 
health officer, but we cooperate by working under his direction. This 
includes immunizations, vaccinations and inoculations against diph- 
theria and whooping cough. It is planned for Dr. Defoe to do this at 
the time he comes for school examinations. 


Professional workers would be powerless and useless to any com- 
munity without the interest and support of many citizens. We note 9 
visits to homes not previously mentioned, and 32 interviews in securing 
the afd of others in solving our many problems. We are most appreci- 
ative of the understanding and encouragement that has been given by 


all.

I hereby submit my second annual report of the Weld Schools. 
The increasing higher cost of living has necessarily been reflected in 
higher costs of school maintenance. The willingness of the School 
Committee and the Citizens to support an adequate school program 
has meant, however, that we have had an unusually satisfactory year. 
Principal and Mrs. Norton, fortunately for the town, returned to con- 
duct the work of the High School, and have made for themselves an 
enviable place in the esteem of the students and the townspeople. Both 
Mr. and Mrs. Norton attended summer school at the University of 
Maine last summer, and are taking additional extension courses this 
winter. Mrs. Clara Sanborn is again serving efficiently in the Primary 
Grades. Ray L. Conant of Locke Mills was elected to replace John 
Grover, who resigned last June. Mr. Conant came highly recom- 
mended and has been doing excellent work with the children of the 
Grammar Grades.

On the morning of Sept. 8, 1947, there appeared before me at high 
school 25 happy, healthy young hopefuls intent upon continuing their 
education. This is an increase of 4 over last year. Ila Bachelder of 
Coburn Gore is the only out of town student. She is a fine addition 
to our freshman class and our school. 

The same policy of rotating classes, periods, and subjects has been 
continued this year. In addition to our other courses has been added 
second year German and Consumer Economic Problems. This is prov- 
ing very beneficial to the Juniors and Seniors. 

The hot lunch program is functioning especially well this year. 
We are to have some small help from the Federal Government we 
hope. ‘This with the bounteous contributions of food from parents 
and friends makes a very nourishing dinner. 

Our Parent-Teacher group certainly is doing a grand sake We 
have an all-time high membership. There are 98 members. 

We have continued boys basketball and now have organized a 
girls team.

CASH 


The cash balance was reconciled with the bank statement. Cash 
receipts were examined and all were properly accounted for. All 
payments were made by check and from authorized warrants. 
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TAXES RECEIVABLE 

The valuation book and commitment book were checked and 
added, both agreed with the warrant. The total’ commitment was 
accounted for by cash, abatements, and taxes receivable as listed at the 
close of the books. See Schedule A-4 for detail of taxes receivable. 
Those that were not paid since the books were closed have been trans- 
ferred to liens. 


TAX. LIENS 


No liens were added. Payments during the year left a balance of 
$60.00 outstanding. See Schedule A-5. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 


Consists of three accounts. All are valid. Amount due from the 
State has since been paid. See Schedule A-1. 


TRUST FUNDS 


Were examined and it appears that the income has been properly 
accounted for. Two new accounts were established. 


NOTES PAYABLE 

Balance at the close of the books was $4,000.00 showing a reduc- 
tion of $2,000. during the current year, audited. This was in accord- 
ance with the terms of the note. 


SURPLUS 
-A net increase of $1,351.61 was the result of year’s operations 
making a total of $11,405.75 at the end of the year. See Exhibit E. 


PROTECTED RESERVE FUND Expenditures of $110.90 from 


this account seemed to be in accordance with the purpose of the fund. 


GENERAL Difference in School balances forward at the begin- 
ning of the year between audit and superintendent’s report was $16.86, 
this difference first appeared at the beginning of 1945, which was the 
first year audited by me. Excise tax collections were checked and_ 
appeared to have been paid to treasurer. It is recommended that the 
balances, overdrafts and unexpended, be closed out each year to a 
summary account so that the people may see them and vote them into 
the general fund, or to be applied towards the next year; with the ex- 
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ception of those accounts which are required by statute to be carried 
forward. This would tend to make each year’s balances more truly 
reflect the current expenditures. It was noted that the “Contingent 


Fund ” of the town is the same as “ Unappropriated Surplus ” account, 
or sometimes called “General” fund.

To the citizens of Weld we submit the twenty-first report of the 
activities of this association from January 1, 1948, to January 1, 1949. 


One basic need in our quest for happiness is to be accepted within 
our own group, and when we have succeeded in this we feel we have 
proven our worth. When we receive recognition for something well 
done we have achieved success. Reviewing this year does give some 
satisfaction. 


HEALTH EDUCATION — Everything we do has a teaching 
value and we have kept this in mind in planning our program. We 
have endeavored to grow professionally through study and attendance 
at, and participation in, professional conferences and meetings, when 
possible, selecting new features that are adapted to our needs. From 
our Christmas Seal fund Mrs. Aurora Gould of Wilton was selected for 
a scholarship to the Health Education Workshop at the University of 
Maine and Macomber Hill Farm Bureau of Jay awarded the same to 
Mrs. Verna Grant. Both teachers brought much of value to their class- 
rooms. 


MEDICAL EXAMINATIONS — For several years we have had 
medical examinations of all school children, while in most school systems 
it is agreed that three times during the school years is sufficient, with 
more emphasis on corrections. It is time we evaluate our service that 
we get the most for our money. . 

The new laws require three immunization clinics each year, and 
if we plan for the dental unit every year, we wonder if it would not 
be wise to give examinations every other grade and save the time for 
these other worth while services. 

63 school children were examined by Dr. Defoe and 12 preschool 
children. We feel that the preschool clinics are very important as most 
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deviations from normal are easily corrected at this age and the child 
requires less supervision as it grows older. 
Our dental program was a great success and we hope you plan 


to continue these. 


SCHOOL SUPERVISION — 20 visits were made to your school, 
having 50 conferences with the teachers and two with the superinten- 
dent, regarding the school children, their handicaps, home conditions 
and various community plans. 


We note with joy any improvement in the school plant. 


TUBERCULOSIS — We have had but two x-rays from Weld this 
year. The County Teachers’ Association has taken the responsibility 
for the teachers’ x-rays. We are still hoping that some way will be 
found to have the unit at Farmington Fair when all people interested 
may have an x-ray. Opportunity has been offered those who go to 
Farm and Home week at Orono. 

We are at present interested in a Rehabilitation worker at Hebron 
Sanatorium as at Fairfield. There is a real need to prepare patients 
for vocational training within their physical limitations, that they may 


continue to be self-supporting on discharge. 


OTHER COMMUNICABLE DISEASES — Assistance was given 
Dr. Defoe in the immunization clinics when he gave 58 whooping 
cough innoculations, 108 diphtheria, and 68 vaccinations. We are 
close enough to our anxiety of last year that it seems unnecessary to 
issue warnings this year. 

We also assisted Dr. Thompson in a special examination of the 
whole school. 


HOME VISITING — We reach most parents of school children 
through the teachers and by written word, making home visits only 
when other means fail. This year we have made 29 visits to school 
children and 5 to those classed as crippling conditions. 3 were made to 
adults, and 37 interviews in the interest of the work. 
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COMMUNITY ACTIVITIES — We feel there is more benefit in 
sharing in community planning and action, and welcome opportunities 
to work through the health program of other organizations. 

We have attended 55 meetings this year, 3 in Weld. Many of 
them were professional meetings from which you would benefit 
eventually. 

We are mindful of all the good work being done and do appreciate 
the spirit with which you cooperate. Special mention should be made 
of the service given by Mrs. Latham.

Weld School Report 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Weld: 


I hereby submit my third annual report of the Weld Schools. 
We are continuing to offer under capable teachers in both elementary 
and high school a commendable school program. Our classrooms are 
reasonably well supplied with books and materials. By the Spring Term 
a new system of reading will have been adopted in all grades, and the 
adoption of correlated history and geography texts is contemplated for 
_ grades 5 and 8. 

Ray Conant, who taught the Grammar Grades last year, resigned 
to accept a similar position at Phillips. His resignation was accepted 
with regret, for he did excellent work with our grade pupils. Bernice 
Emmons, for five years past a teacher at Biddeford, was elected to fill 
the vacancy. Illness in her family necessitated her leaving during the 
Fall Term, and Sandra Sanborn is now teaching these grades, in which 
position she is doing superior work. The town is fortunate in having 
available a teacher of this calibre in a period of acute teacher shortage. 

Principal and Mrs. Norton continue to offer the best possible pro- 
gram for a small high school, and are generous with their time and 


effort in supporting community activities.

It should be noted that we have about the same number of pupils 
this year as last. With two seniors to graduate in June, and with five 
to enter as freshmen next September, we can anticipate about 23 in 
high school next year. Present figures also indicate that in the fall of 
1950 high school enrollment will drop to about 17. 

Ila Bachelder of Coburn Gore and Iva Hinkley of Carthage have 
been tuition pupils at the high school during the past year. 


REPAIRS AND EQUIPMENT 

There still is an overdraft in this account, but less than a year ago. 
Much has been accomplished. Two Duo-Therm oil heaters were in- 
stalled in the Grammar and Primary Rooms, so that now we are using 
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only oil for fuel; a well-house was constructed, the roof repaired, the 
underpinning of the walk leading to the toilets renewed, as well as 
other minor repairs. 

Plans for the next year should include new lighting fixtures in 
all classrooms, interior painting, and a bus shelter for the Jones’ chil- 
dren at Center Hill. 


FINANCES 


The financial statement shows the following overdrafts: Common 
Schools $48.96; Repairs and Equipment $58.24, a total overdraft of 
$107.20; and the following unexpended balances, Laboratory, $18.82; 
Library $4.34; Office Expense $.93; Noon Lunch $2.65; and Dental 
and Medical $29.25, a total balance of $55.99. Subtracting the sum of 
the unexpended balances from the sum of the overdrafts shows a net 


overdraft of $51.21. 


BUDGET FOR THE ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


To maintain our present level of school maintenance and salary 
scale the amount appropriated will have to be increased by a little over 
$700.00. This is caused by the following reasons; a salary increase for 
teachers as of last September, an increase in conveyance to provide for 
the Howard children, tuition for the Lloyd Hutchinson children at 
Carthage, and the fact that this year we are carrying forward no net 
unexpended balance.

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CONCLUSION 

Again I should like to call to the attention of the citizens the 
advisability of establishing a fund for school improvement or building 
purposes by raising each year at town meeting such amount as would 
be possible. This fund would accumulate over the next several years 
to an amount which would go far in providing extensive renovation to 
the old building, such as excavating a basement and installation of 
central heating, running water, and flush toilets, or become a starting 
point for a new building. 

Once more I should like to express my sincere appreciation to the 
members of the School Committee for their help and co-operation, to 
the teachers for their high professional standards and assistance in main- 
taining an efficient school program, to the pupils and citizens who have 
been eager to help in any way to promote whatever is for the welfare 
of the schools.

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Report of Principal of High School 


Weld High School 
Weld, Maine 
March 4th, 1949. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Weld. 


GREETINGS: 


At this time I take great pleasure in submitting to you my third 
annual report on the condition of your High School. To quote Pres. 
Truman, “it is good”, 

It has been and is highly gratifying to see the growth, the un- 
folding, the development of students after they have been in High 
School one or two years. Of course this is most noticeable among the 
Juniors and Seniors as they have been there longest. While I could 
wish for far greater development and accomplishment among them the 
growth is highly gratifying. There is much evidence of a desire in 
these two classes for further education beyond High School. Raymond 
Pettingill, a Senior, is headed for the University of Maine. Several of 

the Junior girls are trending toward nursing and home economics at 
_ Farmington Teachers College. 

~The Freshmen and Sophomores were quite unfortunate in their 
preparation for High School. They are weak in fundamentals of Grade 
School subjects, especially reading. But at this time I note a change for 
the better among them. The members of these two classes should have 
more of an opportunity for home study. Parents should demand of 
their children that they bring home books for study five nights each 
week and enforce a strict home study rule of two hours. This is none 
too much. It is done in most places. Weld should be no different. 

Our Curriculum is much the same as last year. We provide two 
courses, a College and a General. Most two teacher High Schools in 
the State offer only one course. In the College course we offer 4 years 
English, 4 years Science, 2 or 3 years Math., 2 or 3 years Social Studies, 
2 or 4 years Foreign Languages. The General course is made up of 
more Social Studies, Junior Business Training, General Math., 2 years 
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of a Foreign Language, and enough English and other subjects to give 
a minimum of 16 Academic Credits. 

We had an enrollment of 20 in September. Since that time we 
have lost two to the “lure and glamor of the Army”. 

The average attendance of all High School pupils during the Fall 
term of 73 days was 18.76 per day. In other words the pupils lost 
about 100 days of school. Much of this could have been avoided if 
pupils were not kept out of school for causes other than illness. Loss 
of time means loss of standard, of quality, of production, also loss of 
money to the Town, to the Parents, and to the pupils in years to come. 

We are giving a bit more attention to Social Studies and Reading 
this year. You should see our twenty-five new histories. 


In passing let me remind you of the excellent job your boys and 
girls did last spring in the Senior Play. Also at their Graduation in 
June. We have another play well under way for production soon. 
The Junior ham supper was well attended. They realized over thirty 
dollars. The Senior Christmas and Easter Card sales gave a nice 
little budget toward graduation. 

Some of the new additions to the equipment are a new well house, 
an oil house, two new furnaces, two new fire escapes, a new sink in the 
Primary room, new underpinning beneath the back shed, new roofing 
on part of the shed, and repairs to the belfrey and other parts of the 
building. Among the new laboratory equipment is a new Babcock 
milk tester. We hope to test the milk of every cow in town for butter- 
fat. 

The P.T.A. is doing its usual good job. Last year we had 102 
members. The noon lunch program is in the hands of Mrs. Eric 
Whitney and a corps of very able assistants. Many thanks goes to 
Mrs. Severans Hilton for her work in this capacity in years past. 

Again I thank Stanley Schofield for the excellent plowing job at 
the Town Hall and at the School yard. 

At this time consideration should be given and action taken toward 
raising money to be set aside for a New School Building. This can be 
done without any great burden if a sum as small as $2,000 or $3,000 
is raised annually for ten to fifteen years. The present building will 
be condemned in a few years by the Federal and State Governments. 
A new one will have to be constructed. “A stitch in time saves nine.”

AN ORDINANCE CREATING THE WELD FIRE 
DEPARTMENT 


The Fire Department of the town of Weld, Franklin County, 
State of Maine shall be administered by a Board of Engineers, consisting 
of a Chief Engineer and one or more Assistant Engineers. 


They shall be appointed annually within five days after each 
Annual Town Meeting by the Selectmen of the Town of Weld. 


The Assistant Engineer, or Engineers, shall have their territory 
assigned by the Selectmen, and no Assistant Engineer, shall be assigned 
to a territory that he is not a legal resident thereof. 


Duties and Authority of the Board of Engineers 


The Board of Engineers shall have the power of Firewards and 
shall perform and be responsible for the following duties: 


(a) They shall have complete control of all persons appointed to 
the Weld Fire Department subject, however, to the authority 
of the Chief Engineer. 


(b) They shall generally inform themselves in all matters 
pertaining to their duties. They shall inspect and make 
themselves familiar with all shops, factories, hotels, tenement 
houses, and all other mercantile buildings, and shall study 
the location of all hydrants and other sources of water. 


(c) They may, from time to time, make and enforce such regula- 
tions for the government of the Department as they deem 
necessary and proper. 

The Fire Department of the Town of Weld shall consist of one or 
more hose and ladder companies to be located in Weld Village, and 
elsewhere when decided by the Selectmen with the advice of the Board 
of Engineers. 

The Company or companies created shall consist of a force 
comprising a Captain, a Lieutenant, a Clerk and a minimum of ten 
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firemen and a maximum of twenty firemen each, who shall be 
considered the regular personnel of the Weld Fire Department. No 
member of any company shall be less than 18 years of age and no 
member more than 65 years of age. 


The Board of Engineers, with the consent and approval of the 
Selectmen of the Town of Weld, may create Reserve Companies to be 
used in emergencies. Such Reserve Companies shall only serve if called 
for duty by the Chief Engineer, or the officer in charge. 


The Board of Engineers of the Weld Fire Department shall examine 
the qualifications and fitness of all applications for membership into 
the department, and no person whose application has not been approved 
by the Board shall become a member of any company or its Reserve 
Companies, except that temporary members of the Weld Fire Depart- 
ment may be created in the following manner. 


The Board of Engineers may appoint members to temporarily fill 
vacancies known to exist in any company. 


If an emergency of any cause or kind occurs or arises during a fire, 
within the legal limits of the Town of Weld, necessitating immediate 
help, the Chief Engineer, Assistant Engineer, or the duly qualified 
member of the Fire Department in charge of the equipment and 
apparatus at the location of the fire, shall have the authority to select 
volunteers to assist. These volunteers so selected shall be considered 
qualified members of the Weld Fire Department during such emer- 
gencies only. 


~ The Captain, Lieutenant and Clerk of each company shall be elected 
annually within ten days after the Annual Town Meeting by a majority 
vote of the members of each company, subject to the written approval 
of a majority of the Board of Engineers, and if such approval is not 
given the members of the company shall be required to submit a new 
candidate for the official not approved to the Board of Engineers within 
ten days after notice in writing to the company by the Board of 
Engineers. If this requirement is not complied with the Board of 
Engineers shall be authorized by this section to appoint and approve a 
member of the company to such vacant office. 


The Board of Engineers, by a majority vote in writing, may without 
cause dismiss from office in or from membership in any company of 
the department, any member of any company. 
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Duties and Authority of Chief Engineer 


(a) At all fires he shall have sole charge of all equipment and 
apparatus and the sole supervision of all members of the Fire 
Department present. 


(b) He is authorized to direct all proper measures for extinguish- 
ing fires, protecting property, preserving order and enforcing 
law ordinances and regulations regarding fire prevention. 


(c) He shall have charge of and examine into the condition of all 
equipment and apparatus, fire alarms, fire homes, and all other 
Fire Department property and shall cause all needed repairs to 
be made to said equipment, apparatus, fire alarms, fire houses 
and other fire Department property so long as the cost may 
be charges to the appropriation appropriated at an Annual 
Town Meeting for the maintenance of the Fire Department. 

(d) He shall certify all payrolls and bills against the Department 
and shall be responsible for the care of all property of the 
Department. 


(e) He is authorized to send the apparatus, equipment and 
personnel of the Fire Department of the Town of Weld to 
other towns in need of assistance in handling fires at his sole 
discretion. 


(f) He shall make an annual report to the Inhabitants of the 
Town of Weld, which report shall contain an inventory of the 
entire equipment, apparatus and property of the Department, 
a report of the full activities of the Department, and the 
entire report shall be printed in the Annual Town Report of 
the Town of Weld. 


This ordinance is enacted under Chap. 85, Sec. 1 to 9 of the 
Revised Statutes, 1944, all acts amendatory thereto.

CASH 


The cash balance was reconciled with the bank statement. Cash 
receipts were examined and all were properly accounted for. All pay- 
ments were made by check and from authorized warrants. 
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Taxes Receivable 

The valuation book and commitment book were checked and 
added, both agreed with the warrant. The total commitment was ac- 
counted for by cash, abatements, and tax liens. All prior years taxes 
were accounted for by cash and tax liens. There were no taxes receiv- 
able outstanding. 


Tax Liens 
All transactions were checked and those remaining outstanding 
were listed in detail. See Schedule A-6. 


Accounts Receivable 

Consists of two accounts, one from the previous year remaining 
unpaid — due from the Town of Carthage, and the other being the bal- 
ance due the town from the Town Hall Agent. See Schedule A-1. 


Trust Funds 
Were examined and it appears that the income has been properly 
accounted for. One new account was established. 


Notes Payable 

Balance at the close of the books was $2,000.00 showing a reduction 
of $2,000.00 during the current year. This was in accordance with the 
terms of the note. 


Surplus 
A net increase of $1,020.91 was the result of year’s operations mak- 


ing a total of $12,426.66 at the end of the year. See Exhibit E. 


Protected Reserve Fund 
Expenditures of $204.30 from this account seemed to be in accord- 
ance with the purpose of the fund. 


General 

School balances were reconciled with the Supt. of Schools except 
for the $16.86 difference mentioned in the previous audit. Excise tax 
collections were checked and appeared to have been paid in to the treas- 
urer. It is recommended that the balances, overdrafts and unexpended, 
be closed out each year to a summary account so the people may see 
them and vote them into the general fund, or to be applied towards the 
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year; with the exception of those accounts which are required by statute 
to be carried forward. This would tend to make each year’s balances 
more truly reflect the current operations. It was noted that the “Con- 
tingent Fund” of the town is the same as “ Unappropriated Surplus ”, 
or sometimes called “ General Fund ”.

South Franklin County Tuberculosis 
and Health Association 


To the citizens of Weld, we submit the twenty-second annual re- 
port of this association, covering a period from January Ist, 1949 to Jan- 
uary Ist, 1950. 


This year we are selecting some phases of our program objectives, 
which appear to be little understood, in the hope that the community 
itself may see that more service is available if they but ask for it. We 
are offering professional guidance, and yet we are sometimes asked to 
simply provide transportation. 


Program in School: 


As a voluntary agency we offer our contribution in developing a 
sound health education program, and as an aid in securing maximum 
health for every child, within his limitations, and we propose: 


“cé 


--- b. To aid the teaching staff, in an advisory capacity, in cur- 
riculum planning, and aid them in using home, community, and school 
experiences as procedures for developing attitudes, improving health 
behavior, and meeting life situations. c. - - - evaluate the scientific 
soundness of health material - - - from a public health point of view. 
d. To give school personnel impressions gained through home and com- 
munity contacts - - -. e. To secure information as to existing health and 
social resources available - - -. h. To be sensitive to environmental con- 
ditions affecting the health of children and staff - - -. n. To encourage 
teachers to make observations and measures - - - and note deviations 
from normal on the health record. o. To promote periodic medical 
examinations - - -. r. To offer a scholarship in Health Education to a 
teacher - - -.” 


These are some of the reasons why we had 22 conferences with 
your teachers during the year. We have long felt the need of a better 
record system and this year, with the approval of the Department of 
Education, devised a permanent health record which we feel will be a 
means of better understanding of the child and will carry more informa-

tion relating to the pupil and his environment. We hope Weld will 
adopt this form. 

In March we gave audiometer tests to all above the third grade. 
All appeared to have normal hearing. Unfortunately the doctor has not 
as yet had time to give the medical examinations, but we hope it will 
be done before the close of school. It is difficult to plan these during 
the winter. We were promised the dental unit last fall, but they were 
not able to keep the dentist. The standards for a dentist working alone 
are very high, and it is not easy to get one with that training to come to 
Maine, and live on the road. We can hope for this year. For a year 
we have tried to make some plan for permanent flourine treatments 
within our towns. Again it is personnel. Your second and fifth grades 
will come under the Federal Demonstration in the Rumford area, which 
begins in April. In the meantime we will hope a hygienist will be 
found who can be depended upon to do this regularly. We may be a 
pest to the Division of Dental Health but we do not intend for them to 
forget we are waiting. 

In April we had a one day Health Education Institute in Wilton 
which your teachers attended. There were speakers on various health 
topics. We will again offer a scholarship of $50 to a teacher attending 
the Health Education Workshop at U. of M. 


Program for Individuals and Family Groups: 


Changing emphasis in all social advancements is on the family as a 
unit and how their pattern may be adjusted to that of the community. 
No longer can a plan be made for an individual until some considera- 
tion is given to the home environment, family background, family 
finances, and how resourceful they may be in meeting their own health 
needs. There must be coordination between all organized activities 
and the home, and as our contribution: 


‘ 


‘a. To be sensitive the teaching value of all visits - - -. b.--- re 
turn visits only when need is urgent on a basis of physical, psychological 
or social problems. c. To make visits, on request, to help parents with 
their problems of child health supervision —or to those with special 
problems. d. To guide parents in selection of community resources for 
medical or social care - - -. e. To interpret school health objectives to 
parents -- -. g. To aid the physician by visiting all patients referred, 
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to instruct patient or family in such measures as are necessary to carry 
out his orders.” 


It is here that we feel that we could be of service and yet we have 
so few calls. We made 8 follow up calls from school and three for 
communicable diseases. 


Programs for Groups and Community: 


Again we will say that there is great benefit in sharing planning 
and action and we offer our services by:

‘a. Welcoming opportunities to work through the health program 
of other organizations - - - c. Cooperating with community agencies in 
disseminating health education - -- d. Assisting with community proj- 
ects for protecting and improving child health, and for improving and 
expanding community health facilities. f. Assisting the health officer 
in his plan for prevention and control of communicable diseases - - - 
h. Promoting xray among groups.” | 


We have attended 48 meetings this year, 3 in Weld. We would 
like to come more often. We hope you will be interested in a preschool 
clinic and immunizations. If the immunizations could be started early 
with the school examinations and end up with a preschool clinic, we 
might get the doctor to come the three times that is necessary. They 
now add Tetanus to the Diphtheria and Whooping Cough innocula- 
tions so you get considerable protection. Two patients came for xrays 
at the Wilton clinic. We are still interested in a survey of the whole 
county and it may be in the not too distant future. There have been 15 
interviews in behalf of the work in Weld. 

We hoped to continue with a part time assistant but since Mrs. 
Latham’s resignation we have not found anyone qualified. This year 
we became independent of the state association, except for the Christ- 
mas Seal affiliation, and all business is now conducted at the local office. 

Appreciation is extended to all who have cooperated in Weld’s 
health program.

Mrs. Sanborn’s room is rapidly becoming overcrowded. At the 
present time she has an attendance of thirty. It would be advisable in 
both the grade rooms to have movable seats. This would greatly in- 
crease the teaching efficiency within the rooms. 

Under the direction of Mr. and Mrs. Norton our High School con- 
tinues to offer the best possible program for a small school. This year 
we are offering some of our extra-curricula program during school time. 
This enables the students traveling on the bus to take part in the activ- 
ities.

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SUMMARY OF FOREST FIRE PREVENTION AND CONTROL 
LAWS PASSED IN 1949 

Several requests have come to this department for a brief explana- 
tion in every day language of the new forest fire set-up between the 
state and towns. 

It should be understood that the following are broad interpretations 
which in many instances will not apply to the borderline or special case. 
A copy of the laws may be obtained from the Forestry Department, 
State House, Augusta, or from your nearest state warden. 


Forest Fire Prevention and Control in Organized Towns. The 
purpose of the laws which became effective on August 6, 1949 was to 
place forest fire control under the Forestry Department for the entire 
state. It provides an unbroken chain of command from the town forest 
fire warden to the forest commissioner. A maximum amount of re- 
sponsibility and authority remains with each local community but state 
authority is provided whenever the town system breaks down. 

The organized town area has been divided into seven fre control 
districts with a state district warden in charge of each, employed on a 
year round basis. These men are responsible to the forest commissioner. 

Each state district warden administers the fire protection organiza- 
tion and is responsible for the forest fire prevention-education program 
in his district. He prepares and revises annually a forest fire plan for 
his district. 

The seven districts are subdivided into twenty-four sub-districts with 
a seasonal state forest fire warden in charge of each. These seasonal 
wardens are responsible to their state district forest fire wardens and 
assist him in carrying out the job of fire prevention and control. 

Lookout towermen are directly responsible to the state wardens in 
charge of the district where the tower is located. They report fires in 
their range of vision and are responsible for the maintenance of their 
facilities. 

The town forest fire warden is appointed by the forest commissioner 
with the approval of the local town officials for a three year term. He 
may be any citizen of the town and is often the fire chief as well as town 
forest fire warden. He is responsible for taking immediate charge to 
control and extinguish forest fires within his town. “The management 
of town forest fires shall be the responsibility of the town forest fire 
warden until in the judgment of a state forest fire warden the situation 
makes it advisable for him to take over.” Final authority and responsi- 
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bility on forest fires shall be that of the state forest fire warden. This 
makes it necessary that the state warden be advised by the town forest 
fire warden of each fire in his town as soon as it is discovered. This is 
an important link in the chain of command from the town forest fire 
warden to the state warden. If the state warden at the scene of the fire 
is unable to handle the situation, he requests further aid from his im- 
mediate superior. 

The Forestry Department shall be the coordinating agency when- 
ever or wherever a major forest fire occurs or threatens. 


Aid to Towns. ‘Towns, cities, or plantations must pay the costs 
of controlling and extinguishing forest fires up to an amount equal to 
2°% of the town tax valuation. The state will reimburse the town for 
one-half these costs. All forest fire suppression costs above this amount 
shall be paid by the state. Requests for one-half state reimbursement 
must be presented to the forest commissioner within 60 days after total 
extinguishment of the fire or become void. 


Slash and Brush Disposal. The responsibility for slash or brush 
disposal rests entirely on whoever “cuts, causes or permits to cut” 
forest growth. Such slash or brush must be moved back 50 feet from 
the shoulder or pavement of any public highway or road and 25 feet 
from utility right of ways. On complaint, if a real fire hazard exists, 
slash and brush must be removed 25 feet from forest growth of an 
adjoining landowner and 100 feet from dwellings. 

All slash and brush shall be removed the required distance within 
30 days after cutting, or 30 days after being notified to remove it. A 
violator of this section is liable to a fine of $100 or 30 days imprison- 
ment, or both. He is liable to the same fine and imprisonment every 
30 days following his violation until the slash and brush is cleared 
back the required distance. 

Another section of the same act requires that slash and brush re- 
sulting from the construction and maintenance of highways and utility 
right of ways shall be removed from these areas by burning or hauling 
away. Burning must comply with that section of the law covering 
burning permits which follows: 


Burning Permits. It is unlawful for any person to kindle a fire 
for purposes of clearing land or burning logs or stumps, roots, brush, 
slash, fields of dry grass, pasture, and blueberry land except when the 
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ground is covered with snow, without first obtaining a written permit. 
Permits are issued by the town forest fire wardens. A permit is 
necessary for any person to burn, even on his own land. A burning 
permit does not relieve the person of legal responsibility if the fire is 
allowed to escape or causes damage to property of another. 


Town or private Dumps. Any dump established and maintained 
for disposal of rubbish or debris of any nature which might help start 
or spread a forest fire shall observe the following prevention measures: 
A cleared strip 10 feet wide to mineral soil on all sides of the dump; 
a 100 foot strip outside this mineral soil area where inflammable 
material such as grass, weeds, brush and slash must be removed. Dead 
trees and limbs of evergreen trees up to a height of 10 feet from the 
ground shall also be removed from this 100 foot strip. Dumps with a 
large, constant, supply of water nearby may be exempted from these 
provisions by the town and state forest fire wardens if they believe the 
water supply is sufficient for protection purposes. 


Portable Sawmills. A sawmill which uses wood products in log 
or bolt form and has been on its present location less than one year is 
a portable sawmill. This mill must pay a $25.00 license fee before it 
starts operations. The license expires one year from date of issue and 
the mill may be moved any number of times within the year without 
additional cost. However, applications for changes of location must be 
made to the forest commissioner. If still on the same site one year after 
the license was issued, a new license is not necessary until the mill moves. 
Mills must comply with the slash law and comply with the following 
fire prevention measures: Slash shall be removed a distance of 50 feet 
in all directions from the mill, sawdust pile, and incinerator; dead trees 
and branches of evergreen trees up to 10 feet in height must be removed 
from this area; the sawdust pile area must be clear of all trees and not 
less than 25 feet from an incinerator; the sawdust pile shall be reason- 
ably free of slabs and edgings; a forest fire tool cache shall be maintained 
in good condition within 50 feet of the mill. 


Yearly Timber Cut Report. All owners or operators of sawmills 
using wood products in log or bolt form, whether stationary or portable, - 
shall render an annual report to the forest commissioner during the 
month of January of each year of the amount of softwoods and hard- 
woods sawed within the state during the preceding calendar year. 
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
